This  law  which  be  came  to  ful- 
All  was  given  to,  and  pertained  to, 
the  religions  development  and 
faith  of  the  Jewish  people;  and  for 
several  successive  centuries — yea, 
to  the  end  of  the  Jewish  regime — 
they  never  spread  beyond  the  bor- 
ders of  these  people.  They  were 
therefore,  essentially  Jewlsb  laws 
that  Jesns  came  to  fulfill. 

“The  prophets”  Implies  those 
promises  and  predictions  made  of 
God  to  the  fathers  pertaining  to 
certain  events  In  the  future  his- 
tory o’  these  people.  Hence,  their 
fulfilment  was  to  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple.
